/T*WO women now occupy seats in the British House of Com- 
IJL mons. The first was Lady Astor. Now comes Mrs. Thomas 
iWlntringham, widow and a member for Louth. She was elected 
as a liberal and succeeds her husband who died in the library 
of the House of Commons. 


Women are steadily taking their place in national councils. 


,We have had women sitting in the federal legislature in this 
country and before us othe,r advanced nations have elected 
women to their highest legislative bodies. 


Dr. Frank Crane believes that more and more women will 
take to law making. In speaking of elections they have already 
won he says they are merely "drops before the coming shower." 
His prediction, of course, is worth much or little, requiring time 
to determine. More interesting is his opinion that women's 
place is in public life "for which their peculiar temperament and 
qualities fit them." Continuing he says: 


"Government is a woman's business—not a man's. It is in 


the nature of housekeeping. The man's business is to produce, 
to work, and to adventure. The natural sphere of a woman is 
to conserve what he gains.

the most radical means and to act in i 
concert with organized workers. 


On the first evening of the congress 


a great public meeting was held in 


tho town hall. Thousands of people 
thronged the hall and stood in masses 
outside of it. They had come chiefly 
to see Barbusso and it was touching 
to note the boundless confidence with 
which they looked up into his face and 
listened to his words in a. language 
which most of them could not under- 
stand. 
Their 
suffering, care-worn 


faces all expressed the hope that he 
would help somehow. 


Barbusse spoke to them In the hall 
and outside in the square. He said: 
' "I am only giving a voice to your 


own thots and am as deeply moved as 
you are. But salvation will only dome 
when you and all working people have 
learned to help yourselves." 


Bnrbussp, who is the author of "Un- 


der Flro" and "I^ight," is also founder 
ot the Union o£ Ex-Service Men. Be- 
lieving that the men who 
suffered 


mo&t from tho war wore the ones who 
would work most energetically against 
a repetition of such a catastrophe and 
would unite their efforts with those 
of the working classes, Barbusse or- 
gy nizfd an 
international movement 


apart from political parties, which 
has found enthusiastic support from 
the ex-soldiers of all countries.
